A little bay. uestilug between 
ill© precipitous bluffs, girdled by golden 
sands and flecked with varl-colored craft, 
lay before ns and behind the sands the 
loWri peeped out from a riot of eocoanut 
and other tropical trees. Raising Its two 
tin** towers high above the surrounding 
buildings and tho trees an old mission 
cathedral gave an Impression of archi¬ 
tectural beauty that was speedily dis¬ 
pelled upon closer Inspection To the left 
the customs wharf, surrounded by bum- 
boats and lighters, ran out for a hundred 
yards Into the bay and upon this crowd# 
of clgarette-smokm*. Indolent Mexicans 
could be seen eyeing Ihe now arrival 
with easy Interest. ■> 

Lying over a mile from the shore the 
stcuirship offered an excellent potot^eL 
ohuvrvatlon, the whole scene being nppre- 
clAble In perspective.

(Nelson News.) 

John Onvp. NL FJF;. spoke to the point 
when In the course of his comments up¬ 
on Finance Minister Tallow’s budget 
•peecb, he drew si tea lion to t lie marked 
inequality of the appropriations for pub¬ 
lic works in oonstluionciee represented by 
opposition members as compared with 
thooe represented by supporters of th* 
government.
